Some went as far 
as to say we’ve lost our 
market; beef is no longer 
king of meats. 

Marketing analysts 
are warning that there 
is less shelf space de- 
voted to beef in today's 
retail markets than at 
. any time In recent 
years. 

One visit we had was with 
a person who has enjoyed 
remarkable success in pro- 
moting beef at .the, state , 
level. He observed that over • 
the years most of those in 
our industry who have 
received responsibility for 
marketing and promoting 
beef, in fact, had little or no 
previous marketing experi- 
ence. Invariably they had 
extension or other vo-ag 
experience. Nice people and 
probably good managers, 
but not at all professionally 
trained in marketing. 

Such marketing ex- 
pertise, he belleveB, is 
desperately needed 
now to offset the nega- 
tive consumer attitude 
toward red meat In gen- 
eral and beof in parti- 
cular, which was 
brought on by half- 
truths and misinforma- 
tion regarding the diet- 
health -cholesterol sit- 
uation. He said con- 
sumers need reassur- 
ance that beef is good 
for them through fact- 
ual information. 

: He pointed out that beef 
men in times past knew they 
had problems, and in an 
attempt to help their 
situation, they formed state 
beef promotion groups 
starting in 1056. In the '60s, 
specific promotion for beef, 
pork and lamb was formed 
under the umbrella of the 
National Live Stock and 
Meat Board.

The re[Mirl showed total 
taUlc and calf numbers in 
1980 up three* percent 
compared with 1979, beef 
cows up five percent and 
beef cow replacements up 
four percent. 

Many cattle producers in 
the industry, the analysts 
said, were not expecting to 
see an increase in the cow 
herd because of heavy cow 
slaughter during the second 
half of I960. However, Lhey 
said, the lnrgecnlf crop bom 
in the spring of 1980 offsot 
the decreuso in cow num- 
bers. 

If outside factors, such qh 
the economy and grain 
costs, were more “nor- 
mal," the analysts said, the 
industry would be In the 
rebuilding phase the figures 
indicate. However, because 
the industry has been 
operating on a negative 
profit margin, the cattle 
cycle may not follow its 
traditional course. 

Greg Schimcat, a live- 
stock analyst for Viclorio 
Commodities, said the cat- 
tle industry had been in a 
liquidating phase since last 
summer because of high 
interest rates and a poor 
profit outlook. The cattle 
industry simply has not 
been profitable enough to 
sustain the rate of rebuild- 
ing indicated by this report, 
Schimcat said.

NCA members dispute grading proposal 


Although a change in the 
beef grading system ap- 
pears inevitable, the Na- 
tional Cattlemen’s Assn, 
could agree on a grading 
proposals during debate on 
the issue early last week, 
according to CNS. 

Watch next week for 
further NCA 
convention coverage 
from WU editors. 

The association's beef 
grading and inspection 
committee presented its 
proposal, which had been 
worked out after a year’s 
study. That proposal re- 
ceived a mixed reaction 
from 'members attending 
the NCA’s annual conven- 


tion in Phoenix. 

The committee proposal 
recommended the following 
changes to the present 
USD A beef grading system: 

•The degree of marbling 
would be lowered one step 
for the prime grade to in- 
clude moderate or higher 
marbling. It now must have 
slightly abundant or higher 
marbling; 

•The marbling require- 
ment also would be lowered 
one step for choice to in- 
clude slight marbling — in- 
stead of the current top 
good — provided the car- 
cass has 0.3-inch back fat 
over the 12th rib. The 
current grading system has 
no criteria for back fat; 

•All A and B maturity 


carcasses with less than 0.3- 
inch back fat and slight 
marbling would go into a 
good grade if graded at all. 

•All C, D and E maturity 
cattle would be graded or 
referred to as manufactur- 
ing beaf. 

A major discussion oc- 
curred after the Kansas 
delegation submitted an al- 
ternate proposal that had 
the support of the groups 
from Iowa, Minnesota and 
several other states. 

. Kansas recommended 
that a new beef quality 
grade be developed for A. 
and B maturity carcasses 
containing small and slight 
marbling. In addition, the 
back fat requirement would 
be lowered to 0.2-lnch andl 


allowed only as thick as 0.6- 
inch. 

The groups’ prime con- 
cern appeared to be fear of 
what could be perceived as a 
lowering of the quality 
standards for the choice 
grade. The answer, how- 
ever, appears to lie in the 
minimum back fat require- 
ment, which would Insure 
consistent quality, several 
speakers who strongly sup- 
ported grading changes 
said at the beef grading 
sesssion. 

Kansas State University 
animal scientist, Michael 
Dikeman, said the present 
grading system, which 
bases quality on the degree 
of marbling, had not kept 
pace with industry changes.

Texas A AM University 
agricultural economist, said 
th< 1 rt-pnrl does in fact 
indicate the industry is 
"well cm its way into the 
expansion phase of the 
cattle cycle." Trends that 
are prevalent during this 
point in the cycle are low 
cow slaughter, tight sup- 
plies nf feeder cattle as 
heifers are held back for 
replacements, and profits 
for the cow-calf producer, 
Uvacek said. 

Joe Kropf, Livestock 
Business Advisory Service, 
Inc. analyst, said the initial 
reaction hy the indusLry to 
the roport probably will be 
negntivu after pairing u 
three percent increase with 
the present depressed catt le 
prices. 

Regarding feeder cattle 
prices nnd availability, the 
report indicated ample sup- 
plies, especially during tho 
second half of 1981* when 
animals in the BOO-lb.-and- 
under category will be 
placed on feed, the analysts 
said.

CFTC chairman 
plans resignation 

Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission Chair- 
man James Stone has 
tendered his resignation as 
ch&irmou of the CFTC*, but 
announced his intentions of 
continuing his term as 
commissioner, which ex- 
pires in 1988, reports CNS. 

In a letter addressed to 
President Ronald Reagan, 
Stone said the chair is 
assigned at the pleasure of 
the president, admitting 
Reagan's legal right to 
replace him , but said he did 
not want to be considered 
for the chairmanship. 

Stone's resignation will 
become effective as soon as 
Reagan can get another 
chairman confirmed by the 
Senate. No nominations for 
the CFTC have been 
announced. 

However, a CFTC spokes- 
man said Reagan could 
decide to accept : the 
resignation immediately, In 
which case the commission- 
ers would be foroed to elect 
an acting chairman from 
among their, number. .

If you are auspicious of a 
situation involving fraud or 
gross abuso oil the part of a 
federal government em- 
ployee, there's a mecha- 
nism for complaining that 
can be very effective. 

According to Gary Car- 
boni, spokesman for the 
General Accounting Office 
(GAO) Fraud Taskforce, a 
call on the toll free number, 
600/424-6454, results in an 
investigation of all charges. 
Of the 24,000 plus calls 
they’ve handled since the 
program began in January 
1979, about 6600 have been 
sent to the Inspector general 
of the federal government 
departments involved. Al- 
though he didn't have an 
exact count, he said' several 
hundred involved USDA. 

Inspection kickbacks and 
abuses such as government 
workers running a private 
business from their offices 
on government time are 
typical of problems investi- 
gated. 

Carbon! emphasized that 
the hotline is to investigate 
illegal activities, and not a 
gripe line.

The growth in agricultur- 
al debt at a faster pace than 
agricultural assets in the 
past twenty years will soon 
force agricultural borrowers 
to pay interest at rates equal 
to what mosL other busi- 
nesses pay, a panel of credit 
experts agreed, according 
to Commodity News Service 
(CNS). 

Agricultural borrowers 
historicaily have paid inter- 
est at lower rates than other 
businesses. But with the 
increase in "leverage" in 
agricultural borrowing and 
less stability in interest 
rates and the economy, 
agricultural borrowers will 
have to compete head to 
head with other businesses, 
said Marvin Rohn, a vice 
president of the Omaha 
National Bank. 

Rohn was speaking as a 
member of a panel on agri- 
cultural financing and credit 
in connection with the 
National Cattlemen’s Assn, 
convention in Phoenix, 
Ariz. 

Since I960, the U.S. 
agricultural debt has grown 
603% while agricultural 
assets have increased only 
437%, Rohn said. This puts 
agricultural debt leverage 
on a par with most U.S. 
businesses, hB said. 

"The risks to bankers are 
now equal so agricultural 


borrowers must pay the 
same rates," Rohn said. 
"It's a competitive mar- 
ket.’’ 

Consequently, agricul- 
tural lending rates probably 
will move in unison with 
prime lending rates, he 
said. 

Overall, the seminnr 
reviewed current lending 
trends with special regard 
to the caltle-producing in- 
dustry. Panelists from the 
public and private sector 
discussed where funds are 
available, Buch as commer- 
cial banks, insurance com- 
panies and the federal 
government, and how to get 
those funds. 

"Money has become a 
commodity, just like cattle 
and grain,” Rohn said. 

Danny Klinefelter, a 
professor of agricultural 
economics at Texas A&M 
University, said agricultural 
borrowers will have to 
employ better financial 
planning to successfully 
compete for "the money 
commodity." 

To impress a potential 
lender, cattlemen will have 
to work out cash flow alter- 
natives, including many 
variables and different price 
projections, Klinefelter 
said. He pointed to recent 
sudden hikes in interest 
rates and energy costs,

Richard Homy, an assist- 
ant vice president in the 
agriculture division of the 
Equitable Live Assurance 
Society, St. Louis, Mo., told 
the seminar about his 
insurance company’s 
changing role in agricultur- 
al lending. He said equit- 
able is getting out of the 
fixed-rate long-term mort- 
gage and moving into 
short-term agricultural 
lending, such ns cattle 
loans.

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Futures market not so hard; the problem is with people

Thu futures market is 
oa-iy, according to Ron 
Frost, vice prevalent of 
agricultural marketing Tor 
the Chicago Mercantile Kx- 
rhunge. Jt's human emo- 
tions that it re the hard part. 

Frost, who spoke before a 
group of 300 cattlemen at 
the American Cattle Con- 
ference, defended the mar- 
ket as a useful pricing alter- 
native and laid the blame fur 
individual failures in the 
market on human error.

But in spile of the some- 
what foreboding warnings, 
Seckler supported futures 
trading. “With the consis- 
tent pressures of costs of 
production reducing the 
return to feeding, we be- 
lieve that to be a profitable 
enterprise, one must under- 
stand and use the business 
tools of the futures market. 

”... Do you want for one 
day, in the course of feeding 
a sot of cattle, to take what 
the packer offers you for 
your cattle, or would you 
rather have tho opportunity 
to selectively price your 
cattle to the marketplace 
before and/or during the 
feeding period?” 

For those who decide to 
use the futures and end up 
making or taking a delivery, 
speaker Paul Hitch, of Hitch 
Enterprises, Guymon, 
Okia., had some practical 
udvlce. 

Although It rarely pays to 
make a delivery, Hitch said, 
when it does pay, he sug- 
gested doing three things 
before delivery: 1) Read the 
specifications on the con- 
tract; 2) Know what consti- 
tutes a par delivery unit (a 
load of cattle that does not 
require discounting); 3) Go 
to the delivery point and 
watch deliveries being 
made before you actually do 
it yourself. 

Hitch advised shipping a 
load of cattle slightly over 
the required weight to com- 
pensate fqr shrinkage and to 
allow flexibility when arriv- 
ing at the delivery point. If a 
load is not deliverable, the 
extra animals can be used to 
substitute to make delivery 
possible. 

Hitch also urged stock- 
men to spread their "tail 
end” cattle, those animals 


that are less acceptable for 
delivery, among the good 
animals to avoid ending up 
with only non-deliverable 
animals nt the end of the 
process.

For those on the other 
side of the futures fence, 
taking delivery, Hitch also 
had suggestions. To these 
people he said, ' ’Figure out 
the most terrible thing that 
can happen, and if you can 
live with that, go ahead!” 
He continued, “You’re 
likely to get the cattle from 
the farthest point ... so 
figure freight costs from the 
farthest point, and plan on 
receiving cattle that are the 
least desirable on the cash 
market.” 

In either position, making 
or taking delivery, stock- 
men should have someone 
at the delivery point, Hitch 
said. That person will then 
be able to deal with any of a 
number of possible prob- 
lems that could crop up.

The committee on ni- 
trates, nitrites and alterna- 
tive curing agents held the 
meeting to obtain previous- 
ly unpublished scientific 
date on U.S. nitrile con- 
sumption patterns, the 
health risks of nitrite use, 
and alternative curing 
agents. 

The committee has un- 
dertaken two research re- 
ports on sodium nitrite at 
the request of the USDA 
and the Food and Drug 
Administration. The first of 
tho studies, targeted for 
release in November, will 
examine the health effects 
of consuming both naturally 
nccuring nitrites and those 
added to foods such as 
processed meats. The sec- 
ond stury, expected out in 
February, will examine the 
status of research to devel- 
op non-nitrite curing agents 
for meat and will recom- 
mend the future course of 
such research efforts. 

John J. Birdsall, scientif- 
ic affairs director for the 
American Meat Institute, 
told the committee that 
studies have shown only 
about 3.8% of the average

Birdsall said four studies 
showed a link between 
nitrite consumption and 
cancerous tumor formation. 
However, in two of those 
studies, nitrosamines were 
thought to have formed in 
the animals’ feed before the 
feed was consumed, Birds- 
all said. In the two other 
studies, a re-evaluation of 
the animal tissue slides dis- 
proved the studies' earlier 
conclusions. 

The ability of Bodium 
nitrite to inhibit botulism in 
processed meats is depen- 
dent on the amount of nitrito 
remaining in those products 
soon after tho cooking phase 
of their production cycle, 
according to H. Ned Druudt, 
senior research scientist for 
Peter Echrich and Sons, 
Fort Wayne, Ind. Thus, the 
substance’s ability to inhibit 
botulism is not directly re- 
lated to the total amount of 
nitrites added to processed 
meats before cooking, 
Draudt said. 

He &1 bo said that sodium 
nitrite tends to be less effec- 
tive in inhibiting botulism in 
processed meats manufac- 
tured using a long cooking 
process rather than a short 
one. Draudt said these con-

The FCIC is preparing to 
expand to meet the 1980 
congressional mandate that 


it nffer full crop insurance 
coverage to all producers of 
oil crops. This crop insur- 
ance eventually will replace 
existing emergency and 
disaster payment pro- 
grams. 

From fiscal 1981 to fiscal 
1982— crop year 1980 to 
crop year 1981 — the FCIC 
plans to increase the 
acreage insured to 85.0 
million acres from S5.6 
million. At the same time, 
the number of producers 
insured is expected to rise to 


.100,000 from 223.000. By 
fiscal 1983 the acreage 
insured should rise to 64.8 
million and tho number of 
producers insured to 
700,000, according to FCIC 
figures. 

As it prepares to expand 
during fiscal 1981 . the FCIC 
is faced with the highest 
operating loss ratio, 2.01, 
since its inception in 1938. 
The drought that cut back 
1980 production of most 
U.S. crops will cost the 
FCIC $317 million in

Ho 9aid demand for ag- i 
ricultural exports will con- 
tinue to rise because of 
growing world affluence 
and a greater balance 
between supply and de- 
mand. 

And the U.S., the world’s 
largest producer, is in a 
strong position to capture 
the "lion '9 share" of this 
growing agricultural mar- 
ket, Plaxico said. 

Plaxico, former head of 
the agricultural economics 
department at Oklahoma 
State University and cur- 
rently director of the state 
Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service 
(ASCS), said all the evi- 
dence points to American 
agriculture contributing a 
growing percentage to the 
gross national product. 

"I think we are going to 
have to adjust to rising 
energy prices and rising 
exports of agricultural pro- 
ducts to pay for it," he said. 

' 'In fact, ’ ' he added, 1 ’ag- 
riculture is one of the few 
competitive industries our 
country has, along with 
computers and airplanes. 

"So we simply have to ex- 
pand our agricultural ex- 
ports because of petroleum 
and other imports." 

Plaxico cautioned that 
growing exports must not 

Embargo to stay, 
notes ex-official 

Former assistant secre- 
tary of stae, Julius Katz, 
told the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce that the grains 
embargo against the Soviet 
Union probably will not be 
lifted by President Ronald 
Reagan, according to CNS. 

Katz said 'he did not see 
how Reagan could lift the 
embargo given the current 
tense relations between the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union. 
He spoke recently to the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce 
Conference on Agriculture 
iq; the 1980s. 

Katz said the embargo, 
which he opposed, had a 
- political Impact on both the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union, 
but had a minimum 
economic impact on both 
countries. 

Another speaker, Richard 
Bell of Riceland Foods, said 
he still expected Reagan to 
Uft the embargo. Bell 
advocated a two-year exten- 
sion of the five year 
U.S. -USSR grains agree- 
ment, which Is due to expire 
. Sept. 80- 

"1 don’t know any other 
way to trade with the 
-' Soviets,” said Bell, a 
former assistant secretary 
i; of agriculture.

While U.S. consumers 
pay the lowest percentage 
of thoir disposable income 
in the world for food, 
Plaxico and others say that 
percentage may grow as 
agricultural commodities 
become an increasingly 
high-demand item in the 
world during the remainder 
of this century. 

Addressing that concern, 
Plaxico said, ’ T think one of 
the issues in the future is 
going to be domestic food 
vs. exports, and I believe 
the public needs to be edu- 
cated about the need for un- 
restricted agricultural ex- 
ports as vita) to our 
economy."

Wallop was the luncheon 
speaker at Lho recent 
American Cattle Confer- 
ence, held In conjunction 
with tho National Western 
Stock Show in Denver. He 
spoke about what the public 
can expect under the new 
administration. 

Wallop lauded the ad- 


vent, for the first time in 
history, ofa Senate in which 
nine of 14 chairmanships 
belong to western Senators, 
"people who understand 
the problems of the West." 

And he told the audience 
of approximately 300 that 
they would see a reversal of 
the * ‘single shot approach to 
dealing with issues," in 
favor of a more comprehen- 
sive approach. 

This attitude, Wallop 
said, will lead to more 
balance between develop- 
ing energy resources and 
protecting the environment, 
a longtime problem in the 
western states where vast 
wilderness areas are cur- 
rently untouchable for de- 
velopment. 

Wallop said he hoped to 
see the public land-use 
program "put into some 
cost-accountability." The 
Republican senator noted 
that 70% of all western 
coal and 80% of the oil re- 
sources are on national 
lands. 

‘ ‘We can no longer afford 
large scale exclusion from 
exploration of these re- 
sources," he insisted.

Wallop lik- 
ened government land 
hunger to "a neighbor who 
won't take care of what he's 
got and wants to buy 
more." 

He cited predator control 
as one of the main problems 
of government land control 
and said this area needed 
"complete flushing out, re- 
vamping." 

Wallop was optimistic 
about what the appointment 
of James Watt to the post of 
Secretary of the Interior 
would do for the western 
states. Watt "understands 
both the vitality and fragili- 
ty of the West, as well as ... 
problems with land and 
water," according to Wal- 
lop. 

"In my opinion, Watt is 
no born-again Attila the 
Hud, ready to rape and pil- 
lage the nation's resources 
... He is a man of almost 
total integrity, who believes 
the way to change a bad law 
is not to skirt it, but to en- 
force it." 

Under Watt, federal 
water decisions will be put 
In a more market-oriented 
light, said Wallop, who 
underscored the fact that 
wator is the "key to any 
future the West may have. 1 ' 
Water policies must remain 
understate control, he said, 
warning the audience that a 
national water policy would 
be totally ineffective. 

Wallop noted that he 
. hopqd the new. Republican 
administration could ac- 
complish reforms in estate 
and capital gains taxes, 
which presently make it 
difficult for fanners and 
ranchers to pass on their 
operations. 

"These laws interfere 


with everybody's objective 
of maintaining the family 
farm," because they ease 
the trend toward corporate 
ownership. 

The government's origi- 
nal intention of permitting 
redistribution of wealth 
through such laws has pul 
that wealth into ' ‘corporate 
hands," Wallop said. 

Wallop concluded his ad- 
dress with tho hope for a 
new beginning — especially 
for the western states. "I 
hope," hesaid, "wowillseo 
a decline in the reach of tho 
federal hand into the public 
till of the West."

Fed cattle lading 
on unstable market 


The fed cutlle market, remained only moderate at best 
during the week under unstable markoL conditions. Price 
trends continued lo be pushed lower under the influence of 
a downward trend in the wholesale dressed trade. More 
than adequate supply of market- ready cattle as evidenced 
hy liberal slaughter, continues a major factor. 

Yield grade and expected carcass weight also continued 
lo be major price determing factors. Thus, choice yield 
grade 2-3 steers under 1200 lbs. and yield grade 2-3 heifers 
are under beat demand and have broader outlets. 

The estimated gross cutout value of choice 600-700 lb. 
beef carcasses at the end of January was $102.76 per cwt., 
down $2.49 from a week earlier and $3.49 cwt. from a year

Crossbreeding can also 
increase the litter size at 
weaning, and increase the 
growth rate through hybrid 
vigor. Proper selection of 
superior boars and gilts can 
increase growth rate, effi- 
ciency of gain and 
meatiness 

“Here's what cross- 
breeding cannot do," 
Burcham says. "It cannot 
replace a sound nutrition 
and disease control pro- 
gram, nor will this breeding 
program overcome poor 
management. The sole 
responsibility in theso areas 
rests with the producer 
himself," the specialist 
says.
